G antt of Politics" which th e League* 
is using as a text book in Its study 
of political conditions in this coun­ 
try as they really are 
instead of as 
idealists would like to paint them.

correcting abuses in state and n a ­ 
tional politic* as Viscount BfJ’ce’a 
"A m erican Com m onwealth" was in 
calling attention to the rank corrup­ 
tion in our city politics, th e League 
has had a paper edition of Mr, Kent s 
book published, which sells for fifty 
cents.

Marclay said th** moral of Mr. Kent's 
exposition was that the people should

She used the speeches of th e c a n d i ­ 
dates themselves as her source m a­ 
terial, all of which sin* clipped from 
the Twin City papers. 
This fact *f 
fectively answers the objection th;*t 
one can get only one side of a ques­ 
tion

newspaper. 
Mrs. Marclay says that while It i

strictly partisan, the text of political 
speeches Is given spice in all of our 
best city papers. 


She 
accounted

Mrs. M arclay contrasted the sim ­ 
plicity of the governm ent of our fore­ 
fathers w ith the com plexity of pres­ 
ent day governm en t by graphically 
co n trastin g

home. She said that flax was grow n, 
spun and m anufactured into cloth in 
the farm home. 
Grain was ground 
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at a near by mill on share*. 
Socks 
were knitted and shoes were made at 
home, w hile today all of these in ­ 
dustries are out from under the con ­ 
trol of the home, hence they must 
be 
controlled 
bv 
governm ent. 
To 
press this point home, she quoted 
S ec’y. H oover: “W hen we deal with 
problems of comm erce, of tran sp o rta­ 
tion and of farms, there must be in 
the background of each o n e s mind 
the fact that we are not d ealing wit 
mechanical 
things; 
we are dealtn 
with problems of m en, women and 
children, and therein lies the hear 
if dem ocracy.” 
Mrs. 
Marclay sui.I 
that 
the chief function of govern 
m ent in the early days w as polit 
protection, w hereas today, it regu 
lates Industry w h eth er in the horn 
or in the w ork-shop and vitally ai 
fects the lives of each and every on 
of us. 
Therefore, we cannot afford 
to leave the control of governm ent to 
a sm all minority of the people. 
Mrs. Marclay declared that a pupil 
lar vote is alw a ys a conservative vol 
In Oregon, sixty-four law s have been 
referred to tile people and of those 
not one 
has 
taken 
aw ay property 
rights from either individuals or cor­ 
porations. 
E xperience 
has 
poved 
tho truth of M aeterlinck’s statem ent 
that: “ At every crossw ay on the road 
to the future, h u m an ity has placed 
against each of us, ten thousand men 
to guard tho past. 
Let us have no 
fear that the fairest towers of form 
er days w ill be insufficiently defend­ 
ed.” 
The speaker said that as a m atter 
of fact, our 
real 
radicals are on 
thinkers who out-run their genera 
Hon in their political philosophy. 


In speaking of public opinion a 
the real power in popular govern 
ment. Mrs. Marclay gave an in terest­ 
ing an alysis of how this was formed. 
She said that E uropeans made a lot 
of 
fun of A m ericans because 
they 
belonged to so m any organizations. 
But, 
as a 
m atter of 
fact, 
it 
was 
through 
these 
organizations 
that 
public opinion was formed and bo 
came crystalized. 
All these various 
organizations are stu d yin g problems 
that affect the w elfare of their m em ­ 
bers, or of much larger groups. They 
have experts address them at their 
conventions and reports of these ad­ 
dresses are carried

clubs, 
lodges, 
or societies, and 
gradually 
opinion 
becomes sufficiently strong 
on 
the subject of som e particular 
w rong that should be righted to force 
it into Hie arena of politics. 


A further value of such organ iza­ 
tions, the speaker declared, is tim 
train in g in co-operation. 
It teaches 
people to pull together, and self-go v­ 
ernm ent is team work tramsferred to 
the realm of politics. 


Mrs. Marclay closed 
with a pl *a 
to consider vo tin g not only a duty 
but a privilege. V o tin g is the t r e n d 
warfare 
of 
politics, she said. 
We 
would not think of being slackers in 
war time. 
A person w ho refuses lo 
vote for his country should he held 
ii the same ignom iny as one who r e ­ 
fuses to fight for his country. 
But votin g should be looked upon 
is a privilege. 
One that has been 
bought with the blood of martyrs.

children

schools to associate voting with the 
an cien t stru ggle for human right . 
so that w hen they attain majority 
they w ill look upon the suffrage as 
dearly bought privilege.

Often these persons 
are discovered to be lepers w hen a p ­ 
plying for treatm ent of som e other 
condition. 
R ecen tly 
three lepers have been 
discharged from the N ational Lepro­ 
sarium at C arville. Louisiana as h a v ­ 
ing now 
no m anifestations of 
the 
disease. To all intents and purposes, 
they have been cured although the 
doctors m erely certify that the d i­ 
sease 
has 
been 
arrested 
and 
that 
these persons are no longer a menace 
to the public health. 
T he treatm ent at Carville, white 
by 110 m eans w holly confined to Hie 
use of s pecial preparations of c h a u l­ 
moogra oil, depends very m aterially 
on these preparations for its efficacy, 
or in other words, their use is re­ 
garded as an important adjunct o f 
the treatm ent. 
The accom odations for 
lepers ct 
C arville have never been 
sufficient 
o take care of all the lepers w ho 
apply. At present there are 211 lied ;, 
all of w hich are filled, but there will 
soon be facilities to care for a total 
of 415 lepers and it is believed that

buildings will be rapidly 
filled as there is a large w a itin g list.

PROTECTS MI RU lf All FARM 


I Ie mock atk argue that it i ■ an •••oTinmic crime to protect tho 
American beet- igar industry with a tariff when su g ar might 
lie bought froiH Cuba much cheaper than it can be produced st 
home. 
The argum ent carried to its natural conclusion meana 
that the bact*sugar industry in the United States, of great im­ 
portance to most of the western states, should be allowed to die. 
If this is true of the beet growing industry, it is jus! as true 
of every other agricultural crop. 
In the Argentine beef can l*e 
grown and exported for less than the cost of growing it in the 
United Stales. 
The blanking of the tariff wall of protection, 
which the Democrats intend, would be disaster to the American 
cattle grower. 
In Canada and in the Argentine wheat can be 
grown for a fraction of what ii cost s the American wheat grower 
lo produce a crop. 
Drop the tariff bars, and what would happen 
to the American wheat farm er? 
New Zealand and Australia can produce and expert wool 
and mutton for less than they can Ie■ produced by the American 
farmer. 
Break down the protective tariff, and what happens to 
our sheep man? 
The same thing is true* of butter, of citrus fruits, of many 
other agricultural products. 
Congressman Harold Knutson now 
has a bill before Congress to protect the Minnesota dairymen 
from European competition. 
Danish butter, it was*found, by rea­ 
son of exchange fluctuations, can undersell the home product in 
New York markets and still yield a considerable profit for the 
Danish Competitor. 
The Knutson bill aims to raise the tariff on 
blitter and thus protect the Minnesota farm er and dairymen from 
other states. 
For the protection of the American farmer, those things 
that he buys are admitted to the country free of duty, while those 
tilings he raises and sells are not forced into competition with 
cheap farm products from other lands because the Republican 
tariff prevents it. 
The Fordney-McCumber tariff law, now in ef­ 
fect, imposes no duty on agricultural implements, binder twine, 
many kinds of fertilizers, building materials, leather products, 
coal and other farm ing necessities. 
The Republican tariff policy operates directly to protect 
America’s basic industry—agriculture. 
Remove it, and in the 
wake of this move would follow economic disaster and stark ruin 
for the American farm er.

Democrats argue that it. is an economic crime to protect the 
American beet-sugar industry with a tariff when sugar might 
be bought from Cuba much cheaper than it can be produced at 
home. 
The argument carried to its natural conclusion means 
that the beet-sugar industry in the United States, of great im­ 
portance to most of the western states, should be allowed to die. 
If this is true of the beet growing industry, it is just as true 
of every other agricultural crop. 
In the Argentine beef can be 
grown and exported for less than the cost of growing it in the 
United States. 
The breaking of the tariff wall of protection 
which the Democrats intend, would be disaster to the American 
cattle grower. 
In Canada and in the Argentine wheat can be 
grown for a fraction of what if. costs the American wheat grower 
to produce a crop. 
Drop the tariff bars, and what would happen 
to the American wheat farmer? 
New Zealand and Australia can produce and expert wool 
and mutton for less than they can be produced by the American 
farmer. 
Break down the protective tariff, and what happens to 
our sheep man? 
The same thing is true of butter, of citrus fruits, of many 
other agricultural products. 
Congressman Harold Knutson now 
has a bill before Congress to protect the Minnesota dairymen 
from European competition. Danish butter, it’ wasTound, by rea­ 
son of exchange fluctuations, can undersell the home product in 
New York markets and still yield a considerable profit, for .the 
Danish competitor. 
The Knutson bill aims to- raise the tariff on 
butter and thus protect the Minnesota farmer and dairymen from 
other states. 
; I 
For the protection of the American farmer, those things 
that he buys are admitted to the country free of duty, while those 
things he raises and sells are not forced into competition with 
cheap farm products from other lands because the Republican 
tariff prevents it. 
The Fordney-McCumber tariff law, now in ef­ 
fect, imposes no duty on agricultural implements, binder twine, 
many kinds of fertilizers, building materials, leather products, 
coal and other farming necessities. 
The Republican tariff policy operates directly to protect 
America’s basic industry—agriculture. 
Remove it, and in the 
wake of this move would follow economic disaster and stark ruin 
for the American farmer.
